N Tuesday, June 27, the people of Cali- 

fornia will have another chance to vote 
on a proposition to legalize betting on 
horse races. This time it is going to be a 
knock down and drag out fight, with the 
Hearst publications and the Agua Caliente 
people on one side and the breeders of 
California on the other. 


The Tanforan people, most of our breed- 
ers, Bill Kyne and a few other race horse 
lovers will put up some money to enlighten 
the people of this State to the benefits of 
legalized racing. To date it has cost Baron 
Long and a few others from Mexico almost 
one hundred thousand dollars to keep 
legalized betting on horses out of the State 
of California, and they will spend more. 


The people of California who are inter- 
ested in horse racing can not put up 
enough money to rightly back this proposi- 
tion. Inasmuch as every breeder, race 
herse owner, trainer and jockey will benefit 
by legalized racing in this State, why not 
get together, you Eastern folks, and dig up 
seme money and send it out here. 


If every breeder in the country would 
contribute $1.00 for each mare that he has, 
if every horse owner would chip in 10 per 
cent of his winnings for one month, if 
every trainer and rider would hand in 5 
per cent of what he earns in the next two 
weeks, I believe it would be a sufficient 
fund to place the racing bill and its bene- 
fits before the people of this State. 


OU folks must bear in mind that it is the 

people who never go near a race track 
who really beat all racing measures. Most 
of them do it through ignorance. Once it 
has been explained to them in the right 
way they will vote for the measure. But 
this is a big State and it costs a lot of 
money to reach all of the voters. 


It is too bad racing hasn’t one big or- 
ganization that could handle this proposi- 
tion, but it is no use crying over spilled 
milk. We haven’t the organization, so you 
Eastern racing folks will have to go at it 
individually, and do it damn quick, there is 
very little time left. 


A copy of this paper goes to most racing 
publications; won’t you editors help spread 
the appeal? Remember you gain as much 
as any one if the voters vote favorably this 
time, and mark my word, if the bill is again 
beaten it is going to be a mighty long time 
before it comes up again. 


And should the bill be again beaten, it 
spells absolute doom for Tanforan or any 
other race track in California. We just 
must win this time and we can’t do it all 
by ourselves, we must look to the financial 
and moral support of all people interested 
in racing. 


So help, and help quick. The election is 
on June 27. DO SOMETHING!

DID you read where the horse is 
coming back in Kansas to such an 
extent that the town daddies of 
Manhattan have arranged a horse 
hitching lot ? 


This we read in Daily Racing Form 
POPULAR (Chicago), May 25: “Reduced admis- 
sion charges and transportation fares, which went 
into effect this season, are proving very popular with 
Washington Park patrons and should go a long way 
toward keeping the patronage during the current 
meeting up to previously established figures.” 


Admission to Washington Park’s grandstand is 
$1, plus tax, and to clubhouse $2, plus tax. It is an- 
nounced that no extra charge will be made on Derby 
day. The round trip railroad fare from Chicago now 
is 75 cents. Consequently those who travel by train 
this year are getting to, into and from Washington 
Park for what it cost them previously to enter the 
grounds. 

The appearance of the quoted statement occasioned 
considerable comment and gave rise to speculation 
as to whether patrons of Latonia’s forthcoming meet- 
ing (June 24 to July 29) will be favored with the 
lowered rates now being enjoyed by the American 
Turf Association’s customers in Illinois. 

No announcement on the subject having been 
made, THE BLOOD-HORSE, on Saturday last, wired to 
Col. M. J. Winn, President of the A. T. A., at Wash- 
ington Park: ‘Will Latonia admission be same 
as at Washington Park?’ Colonel Winn replied: 
“Have not decided on admission for Latonia, but 
think it will be same as last year.” 

If it is to be same as last year, it means a $2 
gate. THE BLooD-HORSE hopes, for the general good 
of the sport; for the benefit of Latonia’s patrons, and 
for the sake of Latonia itself, that Colonel Winn and 
his associates will decide in favor of decreased ad- 
mission charges. 

The people of Kentucky, as was frequently said 
during the Lexington and Louisville meetings, feel 
that they (those who are not favored with compli- 
mentaries, and they are all too many, we think) are 
paying too much for their sport, by comparison with 
the cost in other states. In addition to $2 gates, there 
is 10 per cent pari-mutuel take at Lexington, Louis- 
ville and Latonia. 

We believe there would be more net money for 
the American Turf Association under a policy of $1 
gate and reduced take at Latonia than with $2 
gate and 10 per cent take. We hope the management 
will try out the plan this month. It will be just too 
bad, in the opinion of many Kentuckians who have 
expressed their views to THE BLoop-Horsg, if they 
give somebody on the Ohio side of the river an op- 
portunity to do it first.

EOPLE who patronize racing are, and have 
been for a long time, fed up on sprints. “How 
many races distances more than nine furlongs 
this year?” asked one of THE BLOOD-HORSE’S 
sprint-tired readers last Sunday. We couldn’t 
say, right off the reel, but we had Miss Kane look 
into the matter. She reports that there have been 
only 59 such races out of a total of 3,221 decided 
from January 1 to May 27, inclusive. That means 
that so little as 1.8317 per cent of the events have 
been at distances of more than nine furlongs. 
We did not go into a complete segregation of tne 
distances, but the greater number of races have 
been under one mile. Trainers and racing secre- 
taries should be ashamed of themselves, and 
track managers should co.usider themselves neg- 
ligent in not insisting on the public’s having a 
longer run for its money. Of those 59 races, 13 
were at 1 3-16 miles, 38 at 144 miles and eight at 
1144 miles, as follows:

HOSE of you who have the good fortune to 
know that smiling little man, H. W. (Jimmie) 
Dunn, who travels East from his Utah home now 
and then to buy Thoroughbreds for a large clien- 
tele in the West, will all the more appreciate this 
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letter written at Ogden, May 25, and addressed 
to us: 

I got Clem McCarthy's description of the Derby over 
the air, and think it was a masterpiece.

I answered I had been fortunate in meeting Colonel 
Bradley and my impression was “he is a grand sports- 
man, that he has a heart of gold and his charities ex- 
tend across the continent;” that I respected and loved 
Mr. Bradley very much. Also that I hoped he lived 
to be a hundred years old and when that ancient clock 
of time clicks off the century mark I hope on that day 
the Colonel's colors are first past the post in this race 
called “Derby.” And don’t you think, Tom, when the 
time comes and the Colonel cashes in I believe that 
when St. Peter takes a look and recognizes the nominee 
he will say “boys run up the flags and get out the 
hand, its gonna be a big day, Colonel Bradley the 
Noblest Roman of them all.”

EAD PLAY still must be accounted cham- 
pion of this year’s 3-year-olds, for no con- 
temporary has compiled a record quite so im- 
pressive, notwithstanding his Wood Memorial 
defeat. The fact that the Mason colt was 1 to 3, 
which means “he can’t lose” to Metropolitan 
racegoers, brought about the subsequent embit- 
tered condemnations of his failure. But the 
Tennessee Tornado, as Bill Corum calls Head 
Play, notwithstanding that he is Kentucky born, 
was only a gentle zephyr in the Jamaica 
test. Alibis are distasteful and if Head Play had 
an excuse in the running, none saw it. (A met- 
ropolitan crowd wouldn’t see an excuse for a 
Westerner, anyway). The Wood was not Head 
Play’s race, in the opinion of the writer. He 
appeared drawn in the paddock, looking really 
waspish about the waist. He had no lick, and 
Old Rosebud thought he needed freshening. Mr. 
and Mrs. Mason deferred a well deserved and 
apparently much-needed rest for their colt to 
accept the weight disadvantage against relative- 
ly fresh horses, and so gave Jamaica its biggest 
day in several seasons.

HE Masons are on the high seas as this is 
written, bound for England to see the Epsom 
Derby, returning in time to see Head Play 
perform in the Classic, to be run Saturday, 
July 15. Just before sailing, they signed the 
Western pilot, Lee Humphries, who, it is under- 
stood, will be entrusted with the handling of 
Head Play in the American Derby Saturday. 
The Washington and Arlington Park races pre- 
sent the My Play colt his two biggest remain- 
ing chances of the season. In each, he must 
make weight concessions to the majority of the 
probable starters. The Catawba Stable’s Mr. 
Khayyam, winner of the Chesapeake and Wood 
and unfortunate at the start of the Derby, in 
which he was far back of Head Play, is among 
the intended starters in the Homewood special, 
getting a five-pound pull from the Mason star, 
one pound more concession than he enjoyed at 
Jamaica. Charley O. also will shoulder 121, the 
penalty for his winning the Florida Derby. 
Nevertheless, Head Play will not be beaten for 
either the American Derby or Classic if Mr. 
Hayes succeeds in bringing him to the post big 
and strong. He’s had four races in 17 days and 
these include both the Derby and Preakness, the 
two toughest spring specials for 3-year-olds. 
He was the lone member of the Wood field 
which had started in both, and no winner of the 
Jamacia fixture had carried the 126 he shoulder- 
ed. The Classic would appear to offer Head Play 
a better chance than the Washington Park race, 
as it gives him something like six weeks to for- 
get his busy early season campaigning. 
* * &* 


R. KHAYYAM’S Wood was a corking effort, 

and within a few fifths of the best time 
for the race, which has been the prize of Gallant 
Fox, Twenty Grand and other such cracks. The 
son of *Omar Khayyam had® been freshened 
after the Derby, passing the Preakness, due to 
the exacting condition of the course, and found 
a strip just to his liking at Jamaica. He did not 
beat the barrier, as in the Chesapeake, but came 
from behind the pace of the sprinting De Valera 
to register, ridden out, by daylight. Mr. Khay- 
yam was omitted from the Withers and Belmont 
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and will hardly contest the Metropolitan and 
Suburban against the older performers. As in the 
instance of Head Play, the American Derby and 
Classic are his big chances. The careers of these 
colts are strangely alike. Both were bargain 
yearlings, Head Play going for $550 and Mr. 
Khayyam for $400. Each began his career in a 
claimer and later developed quality unlooked for 
even by his connections. 


ELMONT probably will run 17 days, after all, 
the writer understands, closing on June 16 
instead of June 10. The “new deal” worked out 
well at Jamaica, where the extra five days al- 
lotted by The Jockey Club were used and gladly, 
since those dates produced fair skies, while the 
first week’s sport was hampered by rain. The 
Metropolitan Jockey Club's session, like those at 
the Downs and Pimlico, is said to have escaped 
the red. All of which is very encouraging to the 
Belmont organization. And doubtless the horse- 
men are pulling for public support during the 
first dozen days of the Belmont season, when the 
stakes all are run, that will warrant the associ- 
ation’s extending the meeting through the re- 
maining five urged upon it by the parent body. 
Still, there are many who, despite their cries of 
hard times, obviously are reluctant to run their 
best stock, the kind that brings the public 
through the turnstiles. This is not a _ proper 
attitude. 
OSEPH E. WIDENER apparently has _ in 
Golden Way the smartest 3-year-old stakes 
prospect to carry his red and white stripes in 
several seasons. This son of John P. Grier 
and *Milky Way II is the best performer in his 
string and the only one of stakes calibre de- 
veloped thus far. His qualifier for the Withers, 
the brown colt’s lone Belmont engagement, was 
an impressive effort. The Belmont-Hialeah boss 
lost a good pair in Mr. Sponge and Pari-Mutuel. 
Old Mr. Sponge certainly appears to have taken 
renewed interest in the business of racing since 
entering the Leroy King establishment. He will 
find competition out Chicago way tougher with 
the close of Belmont and opening at beautiful 
Arlington, however. Many more high-class per- 
formers are going to the Chicago course this 
summer than in the past, despite the drastic 
retrenchments in the awards. 
ESTERNERS are firm in their opinion that 
Mata Hari, fleet-running Dixiana filly, is 
most capable 2-year-old to have sported racing 
silks to date. A meeting between this daughter 
of Peter Hastings-—-War Woman and Bonanza, 
owned by William Ziegler, Jr., would have no 
inconsiderable value at the turnstiles. However. 
the season is yet in the adolescent stage and 
very probably at Belmont will be uncovered 
several more like Mrs. M. Cassidy’s Physician 
and Sam Rosoff’s Billy M., with a claim on the 
leadership. A number of good 2-year-olds may 
be late reaching the races this year due not only 
to the reluctance of their connections to begin 
their careers earlier, but also to the epidemic of 
“whooping cough.” The writer suspects Elf 
Lock, a 2-year-old miss in the C. V. Whitney 
outfit that worked so well in public at Jamaica, 
is far above the average. The Fashion, however, 
was this maid’s lone engagement at Belmont. 


Ned O. suffered several cuts on his legs during 
the running of the fifth race at Bowie, May 24, 
and won the next time out, May 27.

ECENT exchanges arriving from Australia 

carry nothing to indicate that the brilliant 
Ammon Ra is coming to America, as was stated 
in a story published in American newspapers a 
short while ago. They do, however, state that 
Winooka, a sensationally fast miler, is leaving 
for the United States “at the end of this month 
(May).” In The Referee (Sydney) of May 3, 
“Pilot” wrote: 

“Last week I wrote that an American trip for 
Winooka this year was improbable. His owners, 
however, have other views, and, according to 
present intentions, he is to leave for America at 
the end of this month. 

“In the same condition as when he recently 
won the Doncaster Handicap with 9:13, in the 
Australasian record time of 1:35%4 for a mile, it 
is probable Winooka would hold his own with 
anything in America or elsewhere. 

“Messrs. A. J. Matthews and W. A. McDonald 
have received various offers for Winooka, one 
from Melbourne being at 5000 guineas, subject 
to a veterinary certificate of soundness. 

“M. Polson will go with Winooka, and that 
trainer’s lightweight apprentice, E. Britt, will 
also be one of the party, as will Mr. McDonald. 
If arrangements can be made, they will leave on 
the Monterey on May 31, but A. J. Matthews 
will not go until later. 

“The owners of Winooka are hopeful of tempt- 
ing J. Pike to take the trip, and the best rider 
in N. S. W. on Australia’s champion miler would 
be a tremendous draw on American tracks. 

“Winooka has already been insured for £5000, 
an amount that will be considerably increased 
prior to his departure from Sydney. 

“T still adhere to my opinion of last week that 
it would have been fairer to Winooka to have 
landed him in San Francisco about the beginning 
of next year, and prepared him there for early 
racing in the East.... 

“Once Winooka gets to America we may not 
see him again. In addition to his great gallop- 
ing ability his appearance should assure his 
ready sale for stud purposes.”’ 

Winooka carried 139 pounds, conceding weight 
all round, when Pike rode him to victory in the 
Doncaster Handicap of the Australian Jockey 
Club’s program on Saturday, April 15. He won 
by a length and a half from Jacko, a 4-year-old 
which he was conceding 24 pounds. The race, 
judged from its time, 1:3534, was the greatest 
mile ever run in Australasia. The same day 
Pike won the Doncaster Handicap with Winooka 
he won the St. Leger Stakes with the great colt 
Peter Pan. 

Winooka is a 4-year-old (he would be a 5- 
year-old in America) bay horse bred by Percy 
Miller at the Kia Ora Stud, New South Wales. 
He is by Windbag (by Magpie) out of Kanooka, 
by The Welkin, second dam Wilga, an imported 
mare by Marco. He is a first foal. 


DEATH OF RICHARD MARSH. 

Richard Marsh, in his day one of the most 
successful trainers of the English Turf, died in 
London on the afternoon of Monday, May 20, at 
the age of 81 years. He had had no connection 
with racing since 1924, the year he retired as 
trainer to King George V, but during the previ- 
ous 50 years he had been a well known figure. 
He was born on a farm in Kent and learned rid- 
ing on work horses. He became a professional 
jockey at an early age and turned to steeple- 


chase riding when he became too heavy for the 
fiat. He tried eight times to gratify his ambition 
to ride a winner of the Grand National, but 
never succeeded. He then became a trainer and 
soon found himself in the midst of a new suc- 
cess. His first establishment was at The Lodge, 
Newmarket, then he moved to Lordship Farm, 
but as the number and importance of his patrons 
increased he was obliged to arrange for larger 
quarters. In the late 1880’s Lord Ellsmere built 
for him on the Stetchworth estate the famous 
Egerton House, one of the most pretentious 
plants ever devoted to training horses. There he 
had numerous rich and_ successful patrons, 
among whose number the name of Edward 
Prince of Wales, later Edward VII, appeared at 
the beginning of 1893. 

Mr. Marsh trained three horses which carried 
the royal colors to victory in the Derby—Per- 
simmon in 1896, Diamond Jubilee in 1900, and 
Minoru in 1909. The story of Diamond Jubilee, 
winner of the Triple Crown, and his affection for 
his stable boy, Herbert Jones, has been often 
retold. Diamond Jubilee, own brother to Per- 
simmon and Florizel II, was by St. Simon out of 
Perdita II, and was like others of the tribe in 
that he had an ill temper. He would not allow 
the King’s jockey to come near him, but his 
trainer noticed that he appeared to be quite fond 
of his stable boy, Jones. Mr. Marsh met the 
situation by teaching Jones to ride, and the 
latter, through the successes of Diamond Jubilee, 
became the leading rider in a single season. 

Besides the three Derby winners already 
named, Mr. Marsh also trained Jeddah, which 
captured the great race under the colors of J. W. 
Larnach. His earliest classic winner was Ossian 
(by Salvator), first in the St. Leger of 1883 under 
the silks of the Duke of Hamilton. His success 
continued for years, and a few years before the 
World War his annual income was estimated at 
nearly $200,000. Wartime, however, brought re- 
verses, and his declining years were marked by 
adverse fortune, both on and off the Turf. He 
went into bankruptcy in 1915. A few years ago 
his memoirs were published under the title, 
A Trainer to Two Kings. 

England views his passing with deep regret, 
as he was one of the masters in the art 
of training horses, and there are also many 
American sportsmen who knew his friendship.

IMPORTANT YEARLING PURCHASE. 

HE most important transaction in Thorough- 

bred yearlings this season was completed 
last Thursday when Frank C. Mars, wholesale 
candy manufacturer, of Chicago, owner of Milky 
Way Farm, Pulaski, Tenn., bought from Arthur 
B. Hancock, master of Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., nine colts and eight fillies, which were 
shipped from Paris on Monday afternoon of this 
week to Milky Way Farm. They went in charge 
of John S. Stewart, noted young trainer and rider 
of saddle and show horses, under whose supervi- 
sion they are to be broken and trained and who 
will manage the racing stable. Mark Peak, Milky 
Way Farm manager, also accompanied Mr. Mars 
on his buying expedition. 

Mr. Mars, in a conversation with the writer in 
Lexington last Saturday afternoon, stated that 
Milky Way Farm embraces 6,000 acres in the 
Richland Creek Valley of Tennessee, between the 
cities of Columbia and Pulaski. The farm lies 
68 miles south of Nashville. It is in the country 
from which came the famous Hal family of 
pacers, a section long noted for the quality of 
its riding and driving horses. 

Mr. Mars stated that, having been in the 
candy business all his life, he decided about 
three years ago that he would devote some time 
to recreation. He and Mrs. Mars both are fond 
of horses and they concluded that they would get 
together a string of saddle and show horses and 
that they would also establish a farm at which 
they would breed horses and cattle. 

“T flew all over the states of Kentucky and 
Tennessee,” said Mr. Mars, “and I finally de- 
cided that the Richland Creek Valley terrain was 
most suitable and the location most pleasing for 
what I desire to do. By motor car I travelled 
the roads and made a minute inspection of the 
land and then definitely decided to locate at the 
point at which I have purchased. I made the 
first purchase of land in December, 1930. We 
are in limestone country with considerable roll to 
the land. There are out-croppings of lime at 
several points in the 6,000 acres and I am using 
this stone for the building of roads and for the 
enrichment of the soil. I have had between six 
and seven hundred men working there pretty 
much all the time since I purchased the property 
and have, in addition to the building of our roads, 
crushed and spread many thousand tons of lime. 
We have been dry-feeding about 4,000 cattle and 
we have mixed the manure from these cattle, and 
likewise the manure from the 100 head or so of 
saddle and show horses with lime before spread- 
ing it upon the land. It is my intention to put 
all this acreage in blue grass. In addition to the 
beef cattle, which we get in the panhandle coun- 
try of Texas, and which are sold on the New 
York market at a premium price because they 
are dry-fed, I have a magnificent herd of Short- 
horn cattle. In the creation of this herd I put 
together the pick of two famous American herds, 
and I am happy to say that I have already won 
several prizes at important shows. The dry feed 
I purchase around Paducah, Ky., Cairo, Ill., and 
Cape Girardeau, Mo. I have my own barges and 
use river transportation for this feed. 

“T like the people of Tennessee and particu- 
larly those who live in the locality of Milky Way 
Farm. It is going to be a good place to go when 
I get through with business.” 

Mr. Mars confirmed the reports we have been 
hearing in Lexington to the effect that there is 


a reasonably good chance that a law legalizing 
betting at race courses in Tennessee may be 
passed by the Legislature now in session at 
Nashville. He does not, however, hold the opin- 
ion that commercial racing will ever be very 
profitable in Tennessee, because of the necessity 
for close proximity to large population for sup- 
port of tracks designed to make money under 
pari-mutuel pooling operation. He thinks, 
though, that the people of Tennessee will have 
several short meetings each year. 

If it does eventuate that Tennessee adopts a 
racing law at the present session of the General 
Assembly, Mr. Mars may be counted a pioneer 
in reviving Thoroughbred horse production in 
the Volunteer State. 

The writer did not have the good fortune to 
see the yearlings before they departed from Clai- 
borne Farm, but he hopes to be able to accept 
Mr. Mars’ invitation to visit Milky Way Farm 
later in the year, when the youngsters may be 
seen under saddle, for they will very likely be 
broken during late summer. The intention is 
that they will not leave the farm until they are 
ready to go into the ca: vaign of 1934. The 
stabling and track facilities at Milky Way Farm 
are ample for the preparation of _ these 
youngsters. 

Mr. Mars and his trainer, Mr. Stewart, are 
both close friends of Ross Long, manager of 
Dixiana Farm and Mr. Long made an inspection 
of the yearlings at Claiborne. The writer has it 
from Mr. Long that they are en exceptionally 
fine-looking lot. Thus we have the thought that, 
should there be an outstanding race horse among 
the colts, Mr. Mars may have from his first pur- 
chase the making of a stock horse. The eight 
fillies are bred well enough to form the nucleus 
of a desirable stud for anybody. Perhaps the 
likeliest candidate for siredom may prove to be 
the half-brother to St. James. This, however, 
is only a guess. It is exceedingly difficult to 
draw conclusions concerning siredom or matron- 
hood in the first year of an animal’s life. Fol- 
lowing is the list of the purchases:

One of those purchased from Mr. Spears is by 
Gaylworthy out of Etta Star (own sister to Star 
Etawah, champion pacer), by Day Star. The 
other is by Peter the Brewer out of Flora M., by 
Joe Wilson. Both of those purchased from Mr. 
Burgoyne are by Fulworthy, one out of Aileen 
Frisco, by San Francisco, and the other out of 
Sadie the Great, by Peter the Great. These fillies 
were shipped with the Thoroughbreds to Milky 
Way Farm. W. J. Rosemire, noted reinsman, 
assisted in the selection of these fillies. 

The writer has heard several rumors concern- 
ing the price paid by Mr. Mars, each of which 
has approached six figures, but as no disclosures 
were made by either Mr. Mars or Mr. Hancock 
THE BLOOD-HORSE will not undertake to report 
even the rumored figures. 

It must not be taken that this purchase de- 
pletes Mr. Hancock’s holding of yearlings. This 
sale, as important as it is, leaves him in a de- 
cidedly comfortable position as regards offerings 
to be made at Saratoga in August from his Clai- 
borne ana Ellerslie Studs.

DEATH OF D. C. PARRISH. 

David C. Parrish, prominent Bourbon County 
farmer, stockman and breeder of Thoroughbred 
horses, senior member of the breeding and rac- 
ing firm, Lair & Parrish, died Sunday night last, 
May 28, at his home near Paris, Ky., of an ill- 
ness originating in a stroke of paralysis. Burial 
was in the Paris Cemetery, Tuesday afternoon of 
this week, following services at the grave, Rev. 
W. E. Ellis, Paris Christian Church, officiating. 
Mr. Parrish was a native of Madison County and 
was a partner for several years with Judge 
Rhodes Shackelford, of Richmond, in farming 
and cattle production. He removed to Bourbon 
County about 20 years ago and was successful. 
He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Stella Adams 
Parrish; four sons, Douglas, Shackelford, David 
C. and James; two sisters and three brothers. 
Matt Lair is his surviving partner in the firm of 
Lair & Parrish. 


MASON BUYS HEREFORD FARMS. 

Just before sailing for England last week, 
Silas B. Mason, master of Duntreath Farm, Lex- 
ington, completed negotiations for the purchase 
of Hereford Farms, in Woodford County, be- 
tween Versailles and Frankfort, from Richard A. 
Baker. The property embraces 1,290 acres. It 
was owned by the late Col. E. H. Taylor, Jr., 
famous Frankfort distiller, who gave it the name 
after he had established there a great herd of 
Hereford cattle. Mr. Baker bought it from the 
Taylor estate. This is the second farm Mr. Mason 
has purchased within the last few months. Wise 
man. He knows that Kentucky Blue Grass land 
will not be as cheap in many years as now— 
perhaps never again can it be bought so cheaply. 


SUIT IS FILED. 

In the circuit court at Carlisle, Ky., Letton 
Vimont, owner of Sunny Hill Stock Farm, at 
which his late brother-in-law, Col. W. S. Dudley, 
of Carlisle and Lexington, kept his stud of Thor- 
oughbred horses, has filed suit against the estate 
of W. S. Dudley for $27,000, claimed as due for 
keep of the stallion *Monk’s Way, the mares, 
yearlings, weanlings and horses out of training. 
As an offset to this there are notes chargeable 


to Mr. Vimont, amounting to approximately 
$20,000.

THOROUGHBRED CLUB. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America, at its 
meeting at the Lafayette Hotel Saturday, May 
27, approved a suggestion that a yearling judg- 
ing contest be inaugurated by the club and heard 
announcement from Thomas B. Cromwell that 
Frank B. Jones had been selected to go to North 
Carolina and make a series of addresses there in 
the interest of racing. Mr. Jones, a member of 
the Thoroughbred Club and office manager for 
the Lexington farms of members of the Whitney 
family, is well known as a public speaker, and 
besides being conversant with the sport of racing 
is also familiar with the section he goes to visit. 
His addresses will be made in the six counties 
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(Haywood, New Hanover, McDowell, Pasquo- 
tank, Polk, Rowan) which are to vote on racing 
under the law recently passed by the North 
Carolina legislature. Definite plans for the cam- 
paign have not been made. 

The suggestion of J. A. Estes that a yearling 
judging contest be held in the near future met 
with the favor of the club, and President Thomas 
Piatt appointed a committee composed of Mr. 
Estes, Arthur Shutts and Brownell Combs to 
draw up conditions for the competition, which 
probably will be held late this month. The com- 
mittee will make its report at the next meeting 
of the club, Saturday, June 10. Tentative plans 
call for judging about 30 yearlings and choosing 
from them the individuals which appear to have 
the best prospects as 2-year-old racers. Any 
member of the club who enters the contest will 
pay a small fee and the club is expected to add 
a small purse to the “jackpot,” which goes to 
the winner or winners. The winning selections 
will be determined by the money earned by the 
yearlings as 2-year-olds, up to the end of No- 
vember, 1934. 

A big attendance was out for the meeting, in- 
cluding several guests. Bruce Collins, who man- 
ages Elmhurst Farm, Lexington, in the absence 
of his brother, Robert W. Collins, was introduced 
by President Piatt as a new member of the club. 


PREDICTION. 

Wilmer G. Mason writes political news from 
Frankfort, Ky., for The Cincinnati Enquirer. In 
his column last Sunday, he had the following: 

“Far-seeing observers say there is another 
cloud on the legislative horizon. The storm will 
come, it is said, over confirmation by the Senate 
of any appointments made by Governor Laffoon 
between the two legislative sessions. This may 
have a bearing on current patronage problems.” 

Members of the State Racing Commission are 
among unconfirmed appointees. The five con- 
stituted the Commission prior to Governor Laf- 
foon’s election. He reappointed them. The Sen- 
ate, due mainly, it is said, to objection on the 
part of Senator Allie W. Young, did not confirm 
them. Their names will likely be sent in again 
at the next session of the Legislature in January, 
1934. The gentlemen are Polk Laffoon, chair- 
man; William E. Smith, vice-chairman; S. Sewell 
Combs, Frazer LeBus and Theodore E. Mueller.

AMERICAN DERBY WEEK. 

ASHINGTON PARK appears to be thriving 

under its policy of low admission charges. 
Good crowds have been attending the meeting, 
though speculation naturally has been lighter 
than in previous seasons. The program of last 
Saturday, when the feature was the Illinois Oaks, 
contested by a field of moderate fillies, attracted 
nearly 15,000 to the course, by newspaper esti- 
mates. 

One of the biggest crowds of the Chicago 
season is expected out next Saturday, June 3, 
for the twenty-fifth running of the American 
Derby, $25,000 added, 114 miles. Eighty-four 
nominations were made for this special. Head 
Play, winner of the Preakness but defeated by 
Mr. Khayyam and De Valera in the Wood 
Memorial at Jamaica, is on the grounds and will 
be out to redeem himself in the eyes of the 
racing public. Since he was shipped from Ja- 
maica to Chicago his work has been hampered 
to some extent by a wet track, but last Friday 
he went an impressive six furlongs over a sloppy 
track, around the “dogs,” in 1:19 3-5, hard held 
all the way. Monday of this week, with Lee 
Humphries up, he went 1 1-8 miles in 1:57 2-5. 
He probably will be ridden in the American 
Derby by Humphries, the Idaho youngster whose 
contract recently was purchased by Mrs. Silas B. 
Mason. 

Among the prominent 3-year-olds expected to 
contest the issue with the chestnut son of My 
Play are Charley O., which will be ridden by 
Johnny Gilbert, and Mr. Khayyam, Head Play’s 
conqueror in the Wood. The Catawba Stable colt 
probably will be ridden by Pete Walls. Other 
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likely starters include Sweeprush, Silent Shot, 
Bertrano, Utopian, The Darb and Clarify. 


BAMBOULA’S ILLINOIS OAKS. 

Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
Lexington, is right good at producing Oaks win- 
ners as well as Derby winners. Bright Bubble, 
bred at Idle Hour, won the Ashland Purse (sub- 
stitute for the Ashland Oaks) at Lexington. 
Barn Swallow, born at Idle Hour and still owned 
by Colonel Bradley, easily captured the Kentucky 
Oaks at Churchill Downs. Last Saturday, May 
27, at Washington Park, fillies bred at the Brad- 
ley farm finished first and second in the seventh 
running of the Illinois Oaks ($3,000 added, 3- 
year-old fillies, 1 1-8 miles). The winner was 
A. A. Baroni’s Bamboula, ridden by W. D. 
Wright. Second was Bright Bubble, carrying the 
colors of Samuel Furst. Bamboula is a daugh- 
ter, Bright Bubble a granddaughter, of *North 
Star Ili. There was little to the running except 
Bamboula. The western-owned miss took the 
lead at the first jump. She drew out about a 
length in front of F. C. McAtee’s Jessie Dear, 
which forced the pace for more than six fur- 
longs. As the latter tired from her efforts in the 
heavy going, Bright Bubble, which had been 
running well in hand, succeeded to second place, 
but did not gain on the winner. Bamboula’s 
margin through the last furlong was _ three 
lengths over Bright Bubble, and Jockey Wright 
had not allowed the winner to extend herself at 
any stage. Bright Bubble, favorite in the bet- 
ting, finished two lengths ahead of the Shandon 
Farm Stable’s At Top, which passed Jessie Dear 
in the last eighth and beat her a neck. Spartan 
Lady was fifth and last. Weights, 116 pounds 
each. Winner’s mutuel price, $7.94. Time, :26, 
752, 1:18 1-5, 1:44 2-5, 1:58, track heavy. Stakes

EE HUMPHRIES, leading American rider, is 
now under orders of Trainer Thomas P. Hayes, 

the contract on the boy’s services having been 
purchased by Mrs. Silas B. Mason, of Lexington, 
from Paul Kelly, of San Ysidro, Calif. Humphries 
has reported to Mr. Hayes at Washington Park. 
Mr. Hayes has made the announcement that 
Humphries probably will ride Head Play in the 
American Derby on June 3. Humphries is an 
Idaho lad of 17. He hails from Jerome, a village 
near Twin Falls. His father is a farmer, who took 
him to Agua Caliente in the winter of 1931—1932. 
After a time the father decided that he wanted to 
go back to Iowa, but he wanted his son to have a 
chance to display the skill he believed he possessed 
as a race rider. Taking Lee, red-headed and freck- 
led, to Paul Kelly, who was at the Lower Cali- 
fornia course with two mediocre horses, Fuss 
Budget and Lamister, and who, as an assistant 
to Bennet Creech had helped in the instruction of 
riders, Mr. Humphries is quoted as having said: 
“I am broke. I want to get home. This boy of 
mine will make a great jockey. He is a good boy 
—a home boy. He loves horses. He knows a lot 
about them. He won races in the bushes before 
he broke his collar bone in a fall. Now he is in 
good shape. I cannot afford to stay longer. I 
want him to get his chance. Will you take him?” 
Mr. Kelly had $200 in a bank. This he gave to 
Mr. Humphries and received a contract on Lee’s 
services. He took the boy into his home, and Lee 
fitted in splendidly. He spent three months obey- 
ing instructions and seasoning himself. He had 
his first mount March 20, 1932, the day Phar Lap 
won the Agua Handicap. He won on Silver Man. 
The following day Brown Mary, his second mount 
on a regulation track, fell with him at the head of 
the stretch. He sustained a broken shoulder, which 
meant a month out of the saddle. Even so, he 
had 689 rides during 1932, won 131 races (.19 per 
cent), was second 94 times, third 78 times, and 
the total earnings of the horses he rode amounted 
to $71,245. In March of this year, while riding | 
Westire at Agua Caliente, Handsome Belle went 
down in front of his mount, and Humphries was 
thrown into the air. He came down head first 
against a post supporting the inner rail. This 
caused a slight concussion high in his head and 
a depression over his left eye, to the right of the 
temple. He came through it all right, though he 
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was unconscious for several days. With this time 
out, he had ridden in 335 races, won 78 (.23 per 
cent), been second in 64, and third in 41 by the 
end of April. :

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W. T. WAGGONER ILL 


EOPLE of the Turf in all parts of America 

last week heard with expressions of regret 
that W. T. Waggoner, venerable owner of the 
Three D’s Stock Farm, one of the wealthiest of 
the cattle ranchers and oil producers in Texas, 
and a great lover of horses, had been stricken on 
May 25 at his home in Fort Worth, with a hemor- 
rhage of the brain. Physicians stated that his 
condition was critical and his son Paul, who was 
at Oklahoma City, en route to New York, was 
notified and returned to Fort Worth by airplane. 
Later reports were more encouraging, but as this 
is written hope of recovery is not definitely 
given. Mr. Waggoner’s age is given in dispatches 
from Fort Worth as 81. He hardly looks to be 
that old. The picture on the front page of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE this week was taken in Mr. Wag- 
goner’s office in the W. T. Waggoner Building 
at Fort Worth in 1930, when the editor of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was present. The silver dollar in 
Mr. Waggoner’s right hand is his “luck piece.” 
He remarked, as he held it up before the camera: 
“There are many languages we do not know, but 
here’s something that speaks the language of all 
nations. Uncle Sam’s money.” On that visit, 
Mr. Waggoner was asked by the writer: “If you 
should be called upon to build a monument to 
the greatest thing in Texas, what would it be?” 
Without hesitation, the old gentleman replied: 
“Grass. Grass is the greatest thing in Texas, in 
the opinion of us who are ranchmen and owners 
of oil lands. Everything we have came from off 
the grass or from under it.” 

Mr. Waggoner has devoted many thousands of 
his millions of dollars to the purchase of Thor- 
oughbred horses and to racing activities. His 
fondness for racing came in his boyhood. It 
virtually was bred in his blood. His first horses 
were wild horses which he and one of his father’s 
ranch hands herded into a strong corral on his 
father’s place. He got a great mount from 
among those wild ones. He used him later as a 
stock horse and bred up a strain of buckskin 
quarter horses. He raced these against all 
comers, Indians included, and was successful. 
Within the last decade he began the organization 
of his Three D’s Stock Farm for Thoroughbreds, 
at first using a portion of his vast Three D’s 
Ranch lands about Electra for the purpose. He 
had there a small racing plant, including a five- 
furlong track and small grandstand. In 1928 he 
bought property at Arlington, midway between 
Dallas and Fort Worth, and there established 
his stud and racing stables and built the beauti- 
ful and expansive Arlington Downs racing plant. 
He spent much money for yearlings and brood- 
mares and brought the stallion *Phalaros from 
England. He has not proved to be the sire his 
owner expected. Mr. Waggoner tried to buy 
Sardanapale and *Epinard in France. He sought 
other good stallions in England, but could not 
induce their owners to sell. He asked Samuel D. 
Riddle to put a price on Man o’ War, but he de- 
clined. He then offered Mr. Riddle $300,000 for 
Crusader while that handsome son of Man 0’ 
War was yet in training. It was refused. The 
offer was made at Saratoga. “I guess two fools 
met,” commented Mr. Waggoner in telling the 
writer of his failure. Not long ago, while Mr. 
Riddle was visiting his Faraway Farm, the 
writer told him of the remark the noted Texan 
had made that day on the porch of the Saratoga 
clubhouse. “It is not for me to say that he was 
not right in that,” Mr. Riddle replied. 


Mr. Waggoner’s horses under the trainership 
of various men have not been as successful in 
race-winning as he would have liked, but he and 
his sons, Paul and Guy, have had plenty of fun 
and diversion out of their activities, and it is the 
purpose of the boys to carry on what they have 
enjoyed with their father. They gave a couple 
of betless race meetings at Arlington Downs, 
just to give the people of Texas a better idea 
than they had previously had about “big time” 
racing. 

Mr. Waggoner had already started his cam- 
paign for a racing law for Texas, a law under 
which well governed meetings could be held with 
betting under the pari-mutuel system. He had 
a long way to go and a lot of work to do. He 
was not successful the first, nor the second, nor 
even the third time, but even after the Duvall 
bill had been defeated early in the present session 
of the Legislature at Austin, Mr. Waggoner’s 
forces found a way to get the law adopted in 
both branches, and on the very day upon which 
he was stricken, Gov. Miriam (Ma) Ferguson 
approved it with her signature. 

Mr. Waggoner was happy in this achievement, 
and this makes it all the more regrettable that 
he may not live to enjoy a great meeting, with 
pooling, and very likely the “tote,” at Arlington 
Downs. We are all praying and pulling for him 
to get well. God bless his kindly old heart. 


LEGISLATION 


EIGHT NEW STATES. 


HEN “Ma” Ferguson, on Thursday, May 25, 

affixed her signature to the measure grant- 
ing to the State of Texas racing under control of 
county commissioners and with legalized betting 
via the pari-mutuel system, it made the eighth 
state to this year come into the legalized racing 
fold. The others are New Hampshire, New Mex- 
ico, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Washington 
and West Virginia. There is strong possibility, 
however, that the sport may be lost to Washing- 
ton through the result of an election to be held 
June 10, when the people are to vote on a refer- 
endum on the legislative action. Some voting 
also is to be done in North Carolina before the 
six counties seeking lawful racing can have 
popular sanction of the bills enacted by the Leg- 
islature. In any event, it is a long stride forward 
in the advancement of Thoroughbred horse 
breeding and of the sport of racing in America. 
The Texas bill takes effect 90 days after its ap- 
proval. Preparations are in the making for race 
meetings at several points next fall. 


FLORIDA, 


The equal division amendment to the Florida 
racing law appears likely not to pass the Senate 
at Tallahassee. May 26 it passed the House under 
suspension of the rules. Friday it reached the 
Senate and was referred to the Committee on 
Miscellaneous Legislation, which may not report 
it again. The Legislature is to adjourn Friday 
of this week, but it is expected that the clocks 
may be stopped and proceedings continued 
through Saturday. 


MASSACHUSETTS KILLS BILL. 

The Massachusetts House of Representatives 
on May 24 voted 128 to 94 against the bill allow- 
ing a referendum on the question of pari-mutuel 
betting at race courses in that state. 
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AT BELMONT PARK. 

IGHTEEN days of racing at Jamaica ended 

Friday, May 26, and the next day the West- 
chester Racing Association opened 12 (or pos- 
sibly 18) days of sport at its beautiful Belmont 
Park. The Metropolitan Jockey Club’s meeting 
at Jamaica is understood to have “kept out of 
the red.” Good weather and good racing toward 
the latter end of its three weeks of sport tended 
to offset the untoward conditions which beset 
the early days of the meeting, and as the money 
distributed to owners was pared considerably, 
the management was gratified at being able to 
avoid a loss. If Joseph E. Widener and the others 
who finance Belmont Park can get through 18 
days of racing without a deficit, they will be not 
only gratified but surprised. Belmont has a big 
program of stakes races in which the total of 
added money will run high. The opening day 
crowd was estimated at about 12,000 persons, 
not bad. A match race between Tred Avon and 
Top Flight had been arranged for Decoration 
Day, and would have boosted the size of the 
crowd for that day, but Top Flight unfortunately 
failed to stand training for it. 

The Jockey Club allotted Belmont Park 18 
days for its spring meeting, which would have 
made June 16 the closing day. The condition 
book for the meeting was for 12 days, with Mon- 
day, June 5, an idle day, and June 10 marking 
the close. Mr. Widener, however, stated last 
week: “If proper and sufficient support is given, 
- -. and all signs are most encouraging at pres- 
ent, the meeting will be extended to Friday, June 
16, a total of 17 days.” 

Later last week announcement was made that 
there would be racing at Belmont on Monday, 
June 5, and that the net proceeds of the day’s 
sport would be turned over to a fund for unem- 
ployed newspaper men and women. Thus, if the 
meeting is extended, the racing days will now 
total 18. Irvin S. Cobb is honorary chairman of 
the committee of newspaper workers in charge 
of the charity racing. The program will consist 
of six races, including a steeplechase, the purses 
approximating $3,600. 


OKAPI WINS THE TOBOGGAN. 

One of the most popular fixtures on the New 
York racing calendar is the Toboggan Handicap 
($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs, 
Widener course). Formerly known as the Tobog- 
gan Slide, it had its origin at the defunct Morris 
Park and was run over a nearly straight course 
which slanted across the infield in the manner of 
the Widener Course over which its fortieth run- 
ning was held last Saturday, May 27. Of 11 
which went to the post, the top-weight was Andy 
Schuttinger’s Pilate, (127) and the favorite, at 
13 to 5, was George H. (Pete) Bostwick’s Pom- 
peius (111). But neither the handicapper’s nor 
the people’s choice was in the money. The win- 
ner was the Brookmeade Stable’s Okapi (3-y-o, 
104), which finished a length and a half ahead 
of the Greentree Stable’s Parry (105), 4-year- 
old daughter of Peter Pan. Another length back 
was the Catawba Stable’s Good Advice (3-y-0, 
103), which lasted just long enough to beat Lar- 
ranaga (120) a nose for third money. It took 
a little more than 12 minutes to get the field 
going. Good Advice broke on top, but “Duke” 
Bellizzi soon had Okapi in the lead. Good Advice, 
however, had all his foot, and he clung to the 
Eternal colt, closely lapped on him, for five fur-

longs. He then stopped abruptly and Silvio 
Coucci, riding a good finish, brought Parry for- 
ward to take second place. All three of the 
placed horses are owned by women, as the 
Brookmeade Stable is owned by Mrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloane, the Greentree Stable by Mrs. 
Payne Whitney and the Catawba Stable by Mrs. 
James M. Austin. Also ran, Larranaga, Oscula- 
tor (111), Pompeius, Scotch Gold (106), Eve- 
ning (108), Quel Jeu (3-y-0, 10612), Pilate, 
Lucre (10914). Evening, making her first start 
since last August, carried two pounds over- 
weight, and Quel Jeu and Lucre each had 24% 
pounds over. Time, 1:11 2-5, track fast. Stakes 
division, $3,515, $600, $300.

Green Cheese (160) and *Bangle (148), two 
of the most popular steeplechasers in the coun- 
try, furnished a thrilling finish in the thirty- 
sixth running of the International Steeplechase 
Handicap ($1,500 added, 4-year-olds and up, 
about two miles) at Belmont Park May 27. The 
9-year-old *Bangle, owned by Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney’s Greentree Stable, had taken the lead late 
in the race, after being close up all the way. 
Right at his heels as he cleared the twelfth and 
last jump was Green Cheese, 6-year-old gelding 
owned by Mrs. Whitney’s daughter-in-law, Mrs.

For the second time of the Woodbine Park 
meeting, Hamptonian and Alpheus, both bearing 
the colors of Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, finished 
first and second in a steeplechase stakes race 
Saturday, May 27. In the Woodbine Steeplechase 
Handicap ($2,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, 
about 212 miles), the winner was Hamptonian 
(140), three parts of a length ahead of his stable- 
mate, Alpheus (153). W. T. Northgrave’s Judge 
Fardy (133) was third, a length and a half 
farther back. W. Wickwire’s Forbis (138). Red 
Tam (135), the only other starter, fell when 
leading at the eighteenth fence. In the Fraser 
Memorial Steeplechase Handicap, run a week 
earlier, Alpheus won by a head from Hamp- 
tonian. The weights were virtually the same in 
the two races, Alpheus carrying one pound more 
for the second than for the first, and Hamp- 
tonian having the same burden in each. Time, 
5:06 4-5, track fast.

Trainer W. G. Campbell, 
however, has done good work with the 5-year-old 
son of Ladkin. Last Friday, May 26, he put the 
horse in the entries for a six-furlong race at 
Woodbine Park, and, despite the fact that he 
had been away from the races since July 4 last, 
Ladder stepped out in front at the rise of the 
barrier and immediately opened up a lead of 
three lengths. Nick Foden had him under a stout 
pull virtually all the way, but he drew out to win 
by six lengths. With 113 pounds up, he stepped 
the six furlongs in 1:11 4-5, only two-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record. There 
were three other races that day at the same dis- 
tance, none of them faster than 1:13. Ladder 
was entered to be claimed for $2,500, but it is 
not likely he will again be available at such a 
price. After the race Mr. Smythe, whose colors 


Ladder carried, called Dr. Robert G. Bardwell, 
manager of the Mereworth Stud at Lexington, by 
long distance telephone, and told him what a 
splendid showing the racer had made.

BOWIE’S CLOSE. 

HE Maryland spring racing season on the 

major tracks of the state closed with the 
program of Tuesday, May 30, Decoration Day, 
at Bowie. Except for the half-mile tracks, there 
will be no further racing there until Havre de 
Grace opens the fall season on September 18. 
Whether Bowie’s experiment of conducting its 
meeting at the end rather than at the beginning 
of the spring schedule will be repeated next year 
has not yet been announced. The management 
got a better break in the weather, and has had 
good crowds. In the matter of horses, however, 
Bowie has not been so fortunate in competing 
with New York tracks. It was found necessary 
to cancel the Rowe Memorial Handicap, a $3,500 
added stakes race which was to have been run 
Saturday, May 27. Joseph McLennan, racing 
secretary, reported that entries were insufficient 
to justify running the event. The Decoration 
Day Handicap, $5,000 added, 1 1-16 miles, the 
feature of the closing day’s program, was won by 
the Anall Stable’s Larranaga, which got up in the 
final strides to beat Osculator a head, with Indian 
Runner third. Tred Avon, carrying top weight 
of 127 pounds, was never among the leaders. 


SOUTHERN MARYLAND HORSE SHOW. 

The second annual horse show under the 
auspices of the Southern Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers Association was held Saturday, May 20, at 
Holly Beach Farm, estate of Sylvester W. Labrot, 
near Annapolis. The day was delightful and the 
setting of the ring, with ocean liners going up 
and down Chesapeake Bay in the background, 
was unique. Some 2,500 persons turned out to 
watch the 15 ring classes and the five races 
which were carefully and fairly judged by Red- 
mond C. Stewart and Charles B. Reeves, of Balti- 
more. This year the show was held in aid of the 
Children’s Aid Society of Anne Arundel County. 

Thoroughbreds, as usual, more than held their 
own in hunter and saddle classes, 15 showing in 
the Thoroughbred Saddle class, with first honors 
going to John Fenwick on Jackanapes, by 
*Johren out of Molly D. Mary Janney, daughter 
of Dr. J. H. Janney, Jr., chairman of the horse 
show committee, won a blue on Dunlin’s Idol, 
by Dunlin out of My Idol. Fair Mart, by Fair 
Gain out of *Martigold, won an open hunter class 
for W. T. Aitcheson. 

There were two pony races and three for 
horses. The first race for horses other than 
Thoroughbreds was won by W. Morris Hampson 
on Mrs. E. C. Buck’s imported Irish hunter 
Mailed Fist. The Thoroughbred race at one mile 
over a grass course brought out nine starters and 
was a well run race with George T. Brice’s 
Queen’s Qaulity, by Queen’s Guild, holding on to 
withstand a belated stretch run by Howard Al- 
brecht’s Misnomer, by *Wrack, and winning by a 
neck. Twelve faced the starter in the mile and 
one-half Steeplechase and there were a few 
spectacular spills with little damage line. In a 
ding-dong finish Mrs. Buck’s *Prude II, by 
Ulster King, Mr. Hampson up, beat Miss Francess 
Townshend on her own Foretie, by *Foreground, 
a head, withe Carroll Lee’s Al Capone third, 
three lengths back of the leaders.

THE DERBY. 


HE BLOOD-HORSE will attempt no summary 
of the Derby to be run at Epsom Downs 
Wednesday, May 31, as the results will be gen- 
erally known, through the radio and newspapers, 
almost by the time THE BLOOD-HORSE is in the 
mail. Suffice it to say that Rodosto, the French- 
bred and -owned son of *Epinard which had won 
both the English and the French Two Thousand 
Guineas, was unable to start. The colt was 
shipped last week from France back to England, 
and on Saturday, May 27, pulled up lame after 
a workout. Next day it was announced he would 
not run. News dispatches from Paris stated that 
the people of France had wagered approximately 
a million dollars on the colt to win the Derby. 


THE FRENCH GUINEAS. 


The first classic races of the French racing 
season, the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches (French 
One Thousand Guineas) and Poule d’Essai des 
Poulains (French Two Thousand Guineas), were 
run Sunday, May 14, at Longchamp, but the re- 
sults were not available here until last week. 

The Poule d’Essai des Poulains, for 3-year-old 
colts, one mile, brought about a head-and-head 
contest all through the latter stages of the race, 
the principals being the Princess de Faucigny- 
Lucinge’s Rodosto and A. K. Macomber’s Com- 
mander. Rodosto, responding gamely to pun- 
ishment, held his lead and won by a head. He 
and the American-owned colt were far out in 
front of T. P. Cozzika’s Vertigineux, which was 
third. There was only one other starter, Jumbo. 
Rodosto, by his victory, was assured of having a 
chance at the English Derby on May 31. He had 
previously won the English Two Thousand 
Guineas. Commander, which gave him a hard 
battle, is not eligible for the Derby. He is a son 
of McKinley—-Comerita, by Combourg, second 
dam Aragonesa, a mare of American ancestry. 
Aragonesa was by Ultimus out of Biturica, by 
Hamburg out of *Berriedale. 

The race for the pouliches (fillies) was won 
by Edward Esmond’s Bipearl, a grey filly by 
Biribi (by Rabelais) out of Pearl Maiden, dam 
of the good filly Pearl Cap. In second place, 
beaten half a length, was Baron Edouard de 
Rothschild’s Vareuse, by La Farina. Third was 
Phebe, a daughter of Pharos. Bipearl, like Ro- 
dosto, was favorite. Bipearl was expected to 
return to England for the Oaks on June 2. She 
failed to gain a place in the Newmarket One 
Thousand Guineas last month. 


ANOTHER EMANUEL SALE. 


- Victor Emanuel announced in England, just 
before his recent departure for America, that a 
second lot of his horses in that country would be 
sold off at the second July sales at Newmarket. 
The American sportsman disposed of most of his 
racing stable on April 26. The next offering will 
be from his breeding stock. The reduction in 
his stud, he explained, is only temporary, and he 
will again increase his holdings whenever his 
business interests permit him re time to spend 
in England. The stallion The Sirdar will be sold, 
and a number of American-bred mares will be 
among the other offerings. One of these will be 
Toney Princess, in foal to Brumeux. Three or 
four yearlings, by The Porter, *Teddy and Call 
Boy, will be kept under the direction of Trainer 
George Duller.

40 PER CENT DUTY. 

Charles Rogers, agent fer John Hay Whitney, 
and H. Higgins, an employee of Rogers, pleaded 
guilty in an English police court to a summons 
charging that they had made a false declaration 
of value in importing Mr. Whitney’s Royal Ran- 
som and two other horses from Ireland to Eng- 
land, thereby evading full payment of the duty 
of 40 per cent on live animals imported from the 
Irish Free State to England. The three together 
were declared to be worth £500, and the duty 
paid was £200. During the subsequent investi- 
gation it was brought out that Mr. Whitney had 
paid Lady Helen McCalmont £5,000 for Royal 
Ransom, and that the duty on that jumper alone 


should have been £2,000. The deficit in the duty | 


was ordered paid and Rogers was fined £500 on 
each of two summonses. Higgins, who had acted 
only upon Rogers’ instructions, was given a 
nominal fine. Counsel for the defense made it 
clear to the court that neither Mr. Whitney nor 
his trainer, J. R. Anthony, knew anything about 
the matter. 


LEADERS IN ENGLAND. 

Leading trainer in England is Capt. Cecil 
Boyd-Rochfort, who handles the horses of several 
American patrons. William Woodward, of New 
York, is second to the Princess de Faucigny- 
Lucinge on the list of leading owners. Another 
American, Mrs. Chester Beatty, is tenth on the 
list of owners. Gordon Richards is leading 
jockey, with 44 wins, more than twice as many 
as his nearest rival. *Epinard, whose son 
Rodosto won the Two Thousand Guineas, is 
leading sire. 


BRITISH TARIFF ON IRISH HORSES. 

In the Dail at Cork, May 10, the Irish Free 
State Minister for Agriculture, replying to @ 
series of questions by a member, stated that it 
was not proposed to consult the British Govern- 
ment regarding. the exclusion of Thoroughbred 
horses exported from the Free State from the 
operation of the British tariffs. The particular 
tariff stated was one of the British penal tariffs 
and to raise that matter would involve the whole 
question at issue between the two countries. 


*TEDDY’S DAUGHTER VICTORIOUS. 

Though she was not placed in the 
Thousand Guineas run last month, Lord Astor’s 
Betty, 3-year-old chestnut daughter of *Teddy— 
Miss Cavendish, by Chaucer, won the Haverhill 
Stakes, 1 1-8 miles, at Newmarket recently. Her 
handy victory, by two lengths, restored her to 4 
place among the favorites for the Oaks, to be 
run June 2. 


GOOD FILLY BY *GOLDEN BOSS. 


Thomas Richards recently won England's five- 
furlong high-weight Stewards’ Plate (worth 
about $2,000), for 3-year-olds, with Miss Ele- 
gance, a chestnut filly by *Golden Boss—Anne 
of Brittany, by Diligence. She is generally recog- 
nized as one of the best sprinting fillies in 
England.
